Kut- 
cher’s pension was cut off because 
of membership in a  Trotskyite 
group, the Socialist Workers 
Party, which was placed on the 
Attorney General's “subversive” 
list. 

The telegram, signed by George 
Blake Charney and Simon W. Ger- 
son, Chairman and legislative chair- 
man, respectively, of the New York 
Communist Party, also called on 
President Eisenhower to restore 
the disability pensions of Robert 
Thompson and Saul Wellman, 
Communist veterans, whose pen- 
Sions were revoked by the VA 
after their conviction under the 
Smith Act. 

The same law was used against 
Kutcher, Thompson and Wellman, 
the Communist officers pointed out. 
Thompson is now serving a seven- 
year sentence at Atlanta Peniten- 
tiary, Georgia, Wellman is out on 
bail pending appeal.

WHEN THE CANADIAN Foreign Minister criticizes 
U.S. support of Chiang Kai-shek and when the Swedish 
foreign minister says Germany-can be united only if it’s 
neutral—these statements can't be dismissed as part of a 
new Soviet “cold war.” 

What’s shaping up is a clear recognition all over the 
world that since the Geneva summit meeting renounced 
war, foreign policies must conform to Geneva. 

Lester Pearson, Canadian Secretary for External Af- 
fairs charges bluntly that U.S. reliance on military force is 
‘a bankrupt policy. And at the very time when the Eisen- 
hower Administration announces increased military appro- 
priations, the Soviet parliament is deciding to cut all their 
arms spending by at least 10 percent. 

Swedish Foreign Minister Osten Unden has exposed 
a myth carefully cultivated by the big business press reports 
about the Geneva foreign ministers conference. This myth 
sought to persuade the public that Soviet opposition to 
“free elections” in Germany was responsible for the failure 
to agree on the German problem. 

The Swedish foreign minister shows this was not so. 
Insistence by the Western powers on incorporating the 
Wehrmacht ofa united Germany in NATO was the source 
of the trouble. Unden says, according to yesterday's N.Y. 
Times, “unification was impossible as long as West Germany 


was allied militarily with the United States, Britain and | 


France and committed to the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization.” : 

These are truths which must become known to the 
American public. Then, the same kind of pressure which 
forced the Administration to agree to the Geneva summit 
meeting, will be successful in-ending the cold war foreign 
policies which can bring our country nothing but grief.

It has become arrogant in its drive for domination 
of the school system, which has made headway because of 
a failure of the democratic, liberal elements to sufficiently 
resist its past dictates because they were issued in the name 
of “anti-Communism.” 

What the reactionary forces proposes now would be 
disastrous for our schools. As members of the rabbinate 
have been stressing, it would divide the children on reli- 
gious ground, creating strife and faction among them. It 
would isolate and tend to degrade the child who comes 
from a non-religious home. Soon it would lead to domina- 
tion of one religion. ; 

It would also bring religious oaths for teachers and bar 
those who would not take them, for how can a teacher be 
expected to teach religion if he or she is not religious?

CORPORATE ARROGANCE 


WESTINGHOUSE strikers and their families spent 
a bleak Christmas weekend, with the corporation turning 
down the newest union proposal for a settlement of the 
10-week-old strike. 

The Associated Press reports that James Carey, IUE 
president, agreed to discuss the five-year contract demand- 
ed by Westinghouse, with some qualifications, but even this 
concession (the details of which were not made public) was 
apparently not enough to satisfy the corporation. 

Some 55,000 IUE and UE strikers are looking to the 
united AFL-CIO for the kind of backing that can break the 
deadlock and win victory. Westinghouse, the 13th largest 
corporation in the USA, is challenging the power of the 
labor movement with its strikebreaking and union-busting 
tactics. Labor cannot afford to allow the Westinghouse 
strike to drag out for many months as has the much small- 
er Kohler struggle. Nor can it afford a settlement which 


may be viewed by other corporations as an anti-labor gain. 


With the Christmas shopping season for home ap- 
iances such as Westinghouse manufactures now past, the 
Se eccenaretion may be readying a long siege against the 
wnions. As the Daily Worker proposed last week now is the 
time for AFL-CIO to take emergency, drastic action to 
rally the entire labor movement and general public to break 


the stalemate and to see to it that the workers’ demandsiare..

William V. Brad- 
ley, ILA president, was easily 
taken in by a proposal of some 
North Jersey state Senators (of 
absolutely no political authority) 
who promised. to bring together a 
“citizens committee” that will 
give the longshoremen a _ hear- 
ing. The longshoremen were led 
to believe that this will be an 
authoritive body whose views 
will have some weight in the leg- 
islatures of the two states. The 
impression was also created that 
this committee is sympathetic to 
the longshoremen and will hear 
them without prejudice. The 
whole business was carried out 
with lightning speed and before 
anyone knew anything the strike 
was off and from some myster- 
ious source the “high-spirited” 
state Senator drew a panel of 
/ names and quicker than you can 
_ say Godfrey Schmidt a gentle-

SCHMIDT, who teaches law 
at Fordham University (where

tions. The entire document is in 
effect a code for a company 
union, and worse; it is a code for 
a police-state Jabor front, such 
as is still known to be in opera- 
tion in Franco Spain. An indica- 
tion of what Schmidt wants can 
be seen from Point (b) in Sec- 
tion 60 of his document. It says: 

“Union and its locals will 
undertake a campaign of educa-

The “citizens com- 
mittee” is plainly a double-cross 
that should be treated with the 
contempt it deserve’.

By now, I was informed, 
over a hundred thousand dollars had been invested, what with 
screen writers and one cost and another. 

Then, enter the Cold War, the congressional committees, the 
Hollywood Ten, the blacklists, the fear and the terror and all the 
assorted nonsense, stupidity and variegated insanity that went with 
it. “The Last-Frontier” was one of the minor casualties, for no one 
was hurt or fired, only a story shelved and a very fine incident in 
ancient struggle for freedom: laid to uneasy rest.

IT IS NOT hard to imagine what went on in Columbia Pictures 
at the time, nor is it right to fix too quickly or easily on the villain 
of the piece.

THE MANGLED and bewildering journalistic reports 
as to what happened in that racist incident during Brad- 
ley's basketball visit to New Orleans, cleared up some-

visit by the San Francisco Dons 
to New Orleans three days later. 
The Dons met the Loyola team 
in the same gymnasium last Fri- 
day night. 


Featuring their elongated star-; 


center, Bill Russell, the top- 
rai}kked Dons walloped Loyola by 
a comfortable 61-43 margin. Ac- 
cording to reports, the Dens, 
with Russell, born in not-too-far- 
away Monroe, La., scoring 20 
points, could have called the 
score if they wanted but took it 
easy after soaring to a 48-21 lead 
with eight minutes left in the 
contest. While the victory of the 
NCAA champs was quite impres- 
sive in itself and extended their 
winning streak to 33 straight 
games, seven from the record for 
consecutive wins, the score and 
outcome was of secondary im- 
portance following the Bradley 
incident. | : 
Following the upside-down, 
garbled accounts of the treat- 
ment given Shellie McMillon, 
Bradley's star-iorward last Tues- 
day, San Francisco-Loyola con- 
test took on added significance. 
Besides Russell, Frisco has two 
other Negro regulars, K. C. 
Jones and Warren Baxter. Phil 
Woolpert, the Don's coach, also 
served notice befere the game 
that if there was any repetition 


of the shabby racist treatment _ 


accorded McMillon, he would 
pull his entire team off the floor 
and sheve the game. The game 
became a tensely awaited event 
and a capacity crowd of 5,500 
people tured out.

THE APPEARANCE of the 
champien Dons was certainly 
enough of a lure to pack the 
gym in any event but with the 
racist incident still fresh and 
smoldering, citizens ef the Cres- 
cent city poured out in greater 
numbers. A few things happen- 
ed during this contest which 
gives you an idea of what really 
went on at the previous Bradley- 
Loyola game. Out of the 5,500 
spectators 1,400 were Negroes. 
They certainly came to see a 
good basketball team and game 
but you can bet they werent 
unmindful abeut the importance 
of expressing their protests 
agzinst the insults hurled at Me- 
Millon. Some of the newspaper 
counts of the Bradley-Loyola af 
fair tried to imply that the 100 
or more Negroes attending were 
the ring-leaders of the iasult- 
hurlers. Can you just see Negroes 
at the game jumpmg up and 
jubilantly jeering to the back- 
ground strains of “Dixie” and 
“Bye Bye Blackbird” as McMil- 
lon left the court! Jt just didn’t 
happen, that’s all. The Negre 
and white fans at the San FPran- 
cisco-Loyola contest cheered the 
Dons repeatedly threughout the 
game, demonstrating who they 
thought was at fault for the prev- 
ious incident suppasedly spark- 
McMillon’s “unsportsman- 
like conduct.”

IN MY opinion, what happen- 
ed during the Bradley contest 
was not purely spontaneous. or 
accidental. With the coming 
Sugar Bowl battle between Pitt 
and Georgia Tech vet to come, 
it is not beyond doubt that some 
of Georgia’s Governor Griftin’s 
brothers-in-arms were trying to 
stir up what they hoped would 
be a preview performance of 
what they planned for the fu- 
ture. The dropping of the color- 
bar in the Sugar Bowl contest is . 
not unanimously acclaimed by 
everyone in Louisiana either. 
While the majority of fans and 
citizens of Georgia and Louisiana 
welcome this step) die-hards still 
try to postpone progress. The 
prompt action of the students 
and people of Georgia and the 
support given them throughout 
the South, quickly squelched in 
Louisiana a repetition of CGrif- 
fin’s asinity. But there are forces 
who continue to throw barricades 
in the path of Southermers at- 
tempting to take their place be- 
sides the rest of the nation. 

The racist reception given the 
Bradley team included the par- 
ticipation of these rabid ele- 
ments.. Not everyone involWwed— 
were necessarily of their ilk but 
the most vociferous of racist in- 
citers, | am sure, were members 
of the Griffin entourase. It is a 
heartening to see the decent »v- 
ple, Negro and white of New 
Orleans, nip this ante-bellum 
idiocy before it got started, just 
as the students of Georgia did. 

I will predict further that 
when Bobby Grier takes the field 
with his Pitt teammates on Jan. 
2, he, Pitt and Georgia Tech will 
receive one of the greatest wel- 
cemes in the history of the Sugar 
Bowl Classic and New Orleans. 
The Negro and white people of 
the South will assure that 
democracy prevails over the rav- 
ing and ranting of a-group whose 
time is fastly coming to an end.
